not yet complete; that in addition to our boasted "red blood" 
there isstjll too much bad blood in the country, and (hat when 
this is stirred up there is serious trouble in plenty. 


In Denver Thursday night there was a savage riot on the 


part of street railway strikers, resulting in the killing of four 
persons and the serious injury ofjhany others. /Following a 
strike by the employes, I lie riiil\y|i'y. company undertook to 
operate the road willi strike breakers, and this was the signal 
for trouble. 
Cars were wrecked, strike breakers and police 


were assaulted, bricks were hurled, shots were fired and the 
city was under a reign of terror. 
One newspaper ollice was 


mobbed and badly damaged, and in response to a call from the 


mayor hundreds of citizens volunteered for police duly the 


, next day. And all this in one of the leading and prosperous 
Bellies of the country, where life and properly are supposed to 
be as well safeguaixled as in any city in the United Siales. 


While'Mils was'going on in Denver there were very similar 


conditions at Wes! Frankfort, 111., where a murderous mob 
directed its efl'orls chiefly against the foreigners in Ihe town. 
Two men had been murdered because I hey were believed U, 
have information against a gang of hank and pustollice rob- 
bers who had been operating in Ihe region, andd in a sliorl 
time after Ihe (rouble slarled Ihe town was in the hands of llu 
ugliest kind of a mob, which shot, clubbed, sloned, burned 
buildings and carried (error lo every par! of the community. 
The fury of Ihe mob was directed principally against foreign 
crs, who fled from the '(own in large nuinheVs, while state 
iroops were called out to restore and preserve order.
